Carson and Newman had a Freshman team for the 
most part. From Illinois came Max Allen. Max was 
one of the best tackles in the conference, but because 
of a light backfield, he was shifted to fullback. Kelly, 
who played the other tackle, but who was transferred 
to center, was also a good man. If you had never seen 
these Freshmen in the beginning and at the close of 
the season, you surely would compliment Coach Holt. 
C. N. C. plans to see Horace Lawson and Roy Henley 
prove to be two of the best tackles she has ever had. 
“War Horse” Lawson was like a brick wall draped 
with Orange and Blue colors. Jimmie Iddins and John 
Corban proved to be the pilots of the team. Though 


each was a Freshman, either possessed all the qualities 
needed for a general. 


Captain Ward, one of the star backfield men, hav- 
ing been injured in the beginning of the season, was 
for the greater part of the year a loss to the squad. 
Joe Sewell was a hard-working veteran. Joe deserves 
much credit for the loads which he carried in support- 
ing the Orange and Blue. “Coach” found some good 
material in Zeb Gambill, Bob Howard, and Wix Man- 
ley. This year’s graduating class claims but two letter 
men, Bowman and Waters, but they were part of the 
nucleus of the team. 


Good prospects were few, but out of these “Coach” 
developed two good teams, difficult to distinguish in 
ability. The boys averaging about one hundred sixty 
pounds, were handicapped by weight, but their size 
did not prevent their laboring and struggling like
